EWING’S FIX. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 


Wasuineton, D. C., June 19.—Tom Bwing 
will find it very difficult to explain his course, 
even to his Greenback constituency. He has 
thus far led an obstructive movement, which 
has prevented the House from concurring in the 
Senate Finance bill making legal-tenders re- 
ceivable for 4 per cent bonds and for customs 
dues. He has done this nominally in the inter- 
ests of the Banking and Currency Committee's 
bill, which provides for the retirement of 
National Bank notes and the substitution of a 
new issue of greenbacks in their Stead. The 
result is that action upon the Senate Dill has 
been prevented, while Ewing suffers the humili- 
ation of having presented to-day bis own pet 
measure to the House, which 

FAILED TO RECEIVE) A MAJORITY vorn. 
A two-thirds vote was necessary for its pas- 
sage, yet it only received 100 yeas to 114 nays. 

The vote on the bill to retire National Bank 
currency and substitute greenbacks is a very in- 
teresting study. An analysis of it shows that 
the South and West were pitted against the 
East. There was nota single vote from the 
South against the bill except those cast by the 
three colored meu from South Carolina. The 
only vote for the Sill in New England was that 
cast by Ben Butler. C=C 

The bill providing for the payment of customs 
dues in legal-tenders after Oct. 1 next was more 
successful. It passed by a vote of 150 yeas to 
58 nays. 


PENSION BILL. 

A bill providing fog the payment of arrears of 
pensions to solaiers of the Civil War was passed 
by the large vote of 161 yeas to 62 nays. This 
bill will undoubtedly take a considerable num- 
ber of millions from the Treasury. 

The bill regulating the time of holding: Con- 
gressional elections in West Virginia was passed 
without the Senate amendment relative to the 
election of Senators in New Hampshire. The 
effect of this will be to leave New Hampshire 
without a Senator for a uumber of months next 
year, and iv the event that the Legisiature of 
that State should go Democratic, Wadleigh’s 
successor would not be a Republican.

AUDITOR OF RAILROAD ACCOUNTS

The House refused to pags the bill creating a 
Board of Pacific Railroad Commissioners, known 
as the Rice bill, The vote upon it was 105 yeas 
to 103 navs, two-thirds being necessary. This 
leaves the Senate bill upon the Speaker's table 
to be acted upon at the next session. It was 
deemed unforturate by some of the friends of 
the measure that it should have been brought 
forward at a time when a two-thirds vote was 
necessary to pass it, and when there could be 
no discussion. However, the bili receives no 
prejudice. 

A HOME THRUST. 

Before the House proceeded to the considera- 
tion of the conference report on the Sundry 
Civil bill there were earnest efforts on the part 
of members to secure the passage of their fa- 
vorite schemes. The passage of the bill in- 
creasing the compensation of letter-carriers was 
received with great applause. Conger, of Michi- 
gan, who generally has a sword-thrust for the 
Democracy, made the keenest attack of this 
session when his time for recognition came for 
motions under @ suspension of the rules. He 
then sent up @ preamble and resolution pro- 
viding for an amendment to the Constitution 
of the United States which should prohibit 
payments of all Rebel claims, or the payment 


of all claims to Rebels living. in the 
North during the War who could not 
prove their loyalty. The introduction of 


the resolution created consternation on the 
Democratic side. Southern members and 
Northern doughfaces vainly tried to raise points 
of order. They resorted to every possible ex- 
pedient to prevent a record vote upon the ques- 
tion, but 
1T WAS IN VAIN. : 
The iron-clad :ecord was before them, and they 
were compelled to enter their names upon it. 
The resolution passed. The vote stood: Yeas, 
140; pays 61. The Southern Democrats, when 
toey did not dodge, voted against the pruposi- 
tion, and showed that notwithstanding they 
argue that all claims are now barred by conati- 
tutlonal amendment, yet they do not wish tu 
hsve an amendment specificaliy in terms for- 
bidding the payment of these claims adopted.

The reading of the Conference report was con- 
cluded in the House at 11:45p.m. Atkins, 
Chairman. of the House Conferees, announed 
that Le did not sigu the report on account of 
the Halitax award. Hewitt regretted that At- 
kins had declined for this reason. He said that 
the uation’s honor was higher than money.

Wasuineton, D. C., June 19.—Fenton was 
rejected by the Senate to day for one of the 
Commissioners to the International Monetary 
Congress provided for by the Silver act.

Others urged 
that the appointee was not sufficiently promi- 
neut in financial circles, and that the very fact 
that he had no special opinions unfitted him for 
the office. It was also generally admitted, if 
not urged, that Fenton was not strong enough 
for the place, and that an abler man ought to 
have been chosen. Conkling had nothing to say 
one way or another, and the friendly feeling 
for Fenton among other Senators prevented the 
calling of the roll. He was therefore rejected 
by a viva voce vote. The President was at once

BISMARCK’S TACTICS. 

The Times says: “It is characteristic of 
Prince Bismarck that he brought the Congress 
at once face to face with the chief difficulty it 
has to overcome, for, however preguant the 
Asiatic question may be with important conse- 
quences, nothing compares in immediate 
importance and in certainty of its ulti- 
mate results with the proposed reorganization 
of Bulgaria. 

The question is, simply, whether Europe or 
Russia shall exercise the preponderant influence 
in European Turkey. The Congress could not 
deal hastily or rapidly with a question so im- 
portant and so complex. Its delays and 
frequent adjouruments, so far from sug- 
gesting an unfavorable issue, only show 
that the Congress is a real and not a 
merely formal assembly, and that it will 
enter thoroughly into questions sub- 
mitted toit. The truth is, it would be impossi- 
ble to bring together a body of such powerful 
statesmen merely to ratify foregone conclu- 
sions. The balance of opinion pronounced at 
the Congress will be quite distinct from the 
views of particular States. 

ANDRASSY

A CONTRADICTION, 

An authorized contradiction is given to the

Russ ta 
will not recognize Roumania’s right of appeal 
tothe Treaty of Paris, as Roumania was not a 
party thereto. Roumania must consider 
whether she had better yield to the wishes of 
Russia or retain Bessarabia and be constantly 
exposed to the claims of her powerful neighbor, 
from whom Bessarabia was certainly once wrest- 
ed.

FACTS AND SPECULATIONS.

Any 
bow, it is certain that nothing was decided.

THE BANNOCKS. 

Si,veRr City, June 19.—A messenger from the 
vicinity of Camp Harney reports serious In- 
dian depredations. The party under Egan have 
burned Diamond Ranche in Happy Valley, near 
Stein’s Mountain. The Jndians have captured 
over 400 horses. Thirty soldiers of the First 
Cavalry have gone there to render assistance. 
Troops and supplies are greatly needed. French 
and Robie, with their employes, have been 
driven from Stein's Mountain side. They re- 
port the mountains full of Indians. They also 
report all their stock killed or driven off, and 
two men shot. 

The latest from Col. Bernard’s command 
states that he has a howitzer and three com- 
panies of cavalry, and will be reinforced by Me- 
Gregor before reaching Camp Harney. They 
are in hot pursuit of the Bannocks. Gen. How- 
ard sent Grover and three companies of cay- 
alry to Old's Ferry to prevent the Bannocks go- 
ing north. Canon City and vicinity is being 
raided by Indians. A number of whites have 
been killed. 

Si_veR City, June 19.—A body, supposed to 
be that of Capt. John White, of Brunean, has 
been found near McDowell’s Ferry, on the 
Lower Boise, killed by Indians. There is great 
excitement in Powder River Valley. Settlers 
have all left their homes, and are fleelng te 
towys for safety.

At present many of our people are 
anxious to leave their all and go to some place of 
safety. The women and children are so much 
alarmed thet the men are obliged to remain at home 
and neglecttheir daily occupations. We there- 
fore earnestly request you to use diligence and 
the force at your command to remove the Indians 
to their respective reservations, and com- 
pel them to remain there. We claim 
the protection of the State Government at this 
time of trial. If we do not get it, and the present 
alarm continues to spread as it has for a weck 
past, we will be obliged to leave this part of the 
State to protect our lives and little ones,

Having neither means 
nor authority at my command to disperse the In- 
dians, or allay the fears of the people, I cal) on 
you in this emergency for assistance.

IOWA, 

Des Moras, Is., June 10.—The Republican 
State Convention met at Moore’s Opera-House 
this morning, with a large attendance of dele- 
gates and a packed house of spectators. 

The Hon. James Harlan, of Henry County, was 
elected temporary Chairman, and made a brief 
speech on taking the chair. He declared that 
the principles of the Republican party were to 
be reiterated until they became household 
words. His declaration that the Convent ion 
should declare its approval of the acts of Union 
soldiers and its disapproval of Rebels was 
greeted with hearty applause. 

Mr. Harlan strongly urged the necessity of 
careful attention, and appealed for unity on es- 
sential matters and freedom upon all others. 

After the introduction of several resolutions, 
and the appointment of various committees, 
the Convention adjourned until afternoon. 

The Convention reassembled at 2 @’clock. 

Ex-Senator Wright was made permanent 
President of the Convention, and, in taking the 
chair, addressed the body in a short speech on 


national politics. 

The Committee on Resolutions, through its 
Chairman, the Hon. James F. Wilson, reported 
the following platform, which was received 
with great enthusiasm, and the most radical 
declarations the most enthusiastically applauded. 
It was adovted with cheers and without a dis- 
senting vote: 

The Republican party of Iowa, in State Conven- 
tion assembled, declare: 

1. The United States of America is a nation. not 
a league. By the combined working of the Na- 
tional and State Governments under their respect- 
ive constitutions, the rights of every citizen should 
be secured at home and protected abroad, and the 
common welfare promoted, Any failure on the 
part of either the National or State Governments 
to use every possible constitutional power to af- 
ford ample protection to their citizens, both at 
home and abroad, is a criminal neglect of their 
highest obligation. s 

2. Against the assaults of traitors and Rebels, 
the Republican party has preserved these Govern- 
ments, and they represcut the great truths spoken 
to the world by the Declaration of Independence 
—that ‘‘all men are created equal, that they are 
endowed by their Creator with certain inalienable 
rights. among which are life, liberty, and the pur- 
suit of happiness; that for the attainment of these 
ends Governmente have been instituted amon 
men, deriving their just powers from the consen 
of the governed.” which consent is evidenced by 
a majority of the lawiul snffrages of the citizens 
determined in pursuance of law; and in order 
that this end may oe justly and fully reached 
the Republican party of Iowa demand 
that every qualified elector in every State South 
and North, Democrat or Republican, black or 
white, shall be permitted, undisturbed by force 
and unawed by fear, to vote at all elections at the 
place prescribed by law, and newhere else, —just 
once and no more than once. and that every vote 
so cast shail be honestly counted, anc that every 
person chosen by such votes to any office shall be 
freely inducted into it, and effgctiveiy supported 
in the discharge of its duties, and every well- 
informed person knows that, with such freedom 
of elective action and honest administration 
as are herein demanded, at least five of 
the Southern States are Republican by targe major- 
itles, and that they are now is the hands of the 
Democrati¢ party solely through force, fraud, an- 
timidation, and failure to enforce the principles 
herein set forth. 

3. The permanent pacification of the Southern 
section of the Union, and the complete protection of 
all its citizens in ail their civil, political, personal, 
and property rights, is a duty to which the Repub- 
lican party stands sacredly pledged. In order to 
redeem this pledge, it placed the recent amend- 
ments in the Constitution of the United States, 
and upon the righteous basis of said amendments 
it will go forwardin the work of pacification until 
peace shail come through right-doing, and con- 
tentment through justice. 

. 4. The new Democratic dogma of home-rnuie, 
which seeks to shut out from participation inthe 
political affairs of the Southern States all citizens 
whe oppose the Democratic party and are not 
natives of said States, and in obedicnce to the 
spirit of which every man from the North of Re- 
publican sentiments is termed a carpet- bagger, 


righte yet developed, and we demand for the peo- 
ple of iowa absolute freedom to go whithersoever 
they may please within the limits of the nation 
with perfect enjoyment of their rights as citizens, 
to utter their sentiments by speech or press upon 
all subjects touching their interests, and all mat- 
ters of pablic concern. 

5. That the armed conflict between the traitors 
and rebels who sought to destroy the Republic and 
the patriots who defended it and preserved it was 
more than a mere triaiof physical force between 
Greeks. It was a struggle of right against wrong 
of atrue civilization against a false one, of good 
government agamst anarchy, of patriots against 
traitors, wherem the Republiean party was the 
defender of right, the champion of a true civiliza- 
tion, the promoter of good government, and in 
whose ranks patriots march against and over- 
came traitors, and whoever fails to regard the Re- 
publican party from this stand point and in this light 
fails to comprehend its character, its acnieve- 
ments, its purposes, and its duties, and whoever 
treats with the Democratic party from any other 
standpoint manifests incapacity to understand 
pal paole facts, and will be overwhelmed witn dis-

85 That the wisdom of the financial policy of the 
Répubiican party is made manifest by its resulte. 
It has broughtspecie and paper practically together 
months before the date fixed by law for the re- 
sumption of specie-payment by the Government. 
it has given to all classes money of 
the same value. It has placed our nation on an 
equal footing with the other great nations of the 
worid in all matters of financial concern. It has 
promoted the refunding of the national debt at a 
iow rate of interest. It has maintained the na- 
tional credit, and any change in this policy which 
will tend to obstruct it in its work of restoring 
specie-payment, whereby paper currency becomes 
absolutely as valuable as gold and silver etandard 
coin, of reviving business, promoting industry. 
and maintaining the public credit, is hereby de- 
nounced as wholly evil and injurious to the best 
interest of the country. 

9. That the organized raid on the Treasury by 
the Southern Democratic members of Congress for 
the payment of hundreds of millions of dollars for 
Rebel War claims is an unparalleled impudence, 
aud a present danger, against the success of which 
the triumph of the Republican party is our only 
security. : 

10. That we favor a wisely-adjusted tariff for

Arguing the Various 
Shapes of Waldron, 
Niblock & Co. 


The Fidelity Receiver Allowed to Set- 
tle with Creditors in Real 
Estate. 


New Suits, Divorces, Bankrupt- 
cy, Judgments, Con- 
fessions, Etc. 


The argument of the motion for Receiver on 
the cross-bill in the case of Keene vs. Waldron, 
Niblock & Co. came up before Judge Williams 
yesterday afternoon. Mr. Norman C. Perkins 
appeared forthe complainant in the original 
pill, H. W. Wolseley for A. D. Waldron, Wirt 
Dexter for W. L. Scott & Co., H. V. Freeman 
for the Village of Hyde Park, and Grant & 
Swift for Niblock and Zimmerman and J. 8. 
Alexander. 

The original bill was filed to dissolve the well- 
known coal firm of Waldron, Niblock & Co., 
and B. F. Crosby was appointed Receiver. 
On the 6th inst. the Village of Hyde Park filed 
a cross-bill, setting out Waldron's defalcation, 
apd asking foran injunction to prevent Nib- 
lock, Zimmerman, and Alexander from selling 
or otherwise disposing of their stock in the 
White Star Transportation Company or the 

& Chicago Coal Company, aud restrain- 
ing W. L. Scott & Co. trom removing fifty coal- 
cars said to belong to one or other of these 
companies. 

Mr. Freeman, on behalf of the Villiage of 
Hyde Park, read the cross-bill, and his affidavit 
and that of John I. Bennett, in support of the 
same, and asked for the appointment of a Re- 
ceiver. 

Mr. Dexter read the answer of W. L. Scott & 
Co. and the affidavit of Emerson L. Foote. The 
latter stated that be was Secretary and 
Treasurer of the St. Louis, Salem & Little Rock 
Railroad Company and of the Missouri Iron 
Company, and has had lerge experience asa 
bookkeeper. In December last he came to Chi- 
cago at the request of W. L. Scott & 
Uo. to ascertain the condition of the 
books of Waldron, Niblock & Co. 
He occupied at feast thirty full days in this 
business, and found that at the time of the 


' filing of the bill Waldron, Niblock & Co. 


owed W. L. Scott & Co., under their contract, 
$39,408.94 and interest, subject to a reduction 
of about $17,000 for coal in the hands of Scott 
&Co., and to other reductions of perhaps 


$5,000. In addition to this Waldron, Niblock & 


Co. owed Scott & Co, $1,100, on account of a 
cargo of bituminous coal, making a balance of 
$21,214.54 in favor of the latter. This includes 
credit of $8,750 for fifty cars received from 
Waldron, Niblock & Co., about March 14, 1878, 
and deducting this makes the balance so 
much larger. About $8,000 of monevs 
due to Scott & Co. had been used by Waldron 
Niblock & Co. in paying for these fifty cars, and 
Scott & Co. insisted that they should have a 
mortgage on the cars to secure this amount. 
Waldron, Niblock & Co. objected, and it was 
finally agreed that the cars should be sold to 
Scott & Co. for $8,750, with a right to repur- 
chase them again. The cars were then trans- 
& Co., and by them leased to 
the White Star Transportation Company in 
faith, the rent being payable to Waldron, 
ibiock & Co. for the convenience of Scott & 
Co., who had no agent here. The cars were 
not worth, in Foote’s opinion, over $175 each. 
The outstanding accounts of the firm for au- 
thracite coal do not exceed $8,000, and at least 
$2,000 of that amount is uncollectable.

THE LATE WILLIAM CULLEN BRYANT. 
To the Editor of The Tribune. 

New York, June 16.—A good deal of twad- 
dle has been talked about the late William Cul- 
len Bryant, as is usually the case when a distin- 
guished man dies. The Avening Post under his 
management was always a half-hearted and

complaining journal, seeing the truth, but not 


having the courage to stand up for it. Down 
to the campaign of 1877, when it supported 
Conkling in spite of all its protests, it was con- 
sistent in this, always lacking the courage of its 
editor’s convictione. Its principal owner, Mr. 
Henderson, was an ex-Federal officeholder. Its 
literary columns are crammed with paid puffs, 
and Mr. Nadal bad it in his mind when he wrote 


a bitter articie last year on metropolitan 
criticism, declaring that the book re- 
views were dictated by the publishing 
office, and “no pay, no puff was 
the invariable rule. Mr. Nadal has been em- 
ployed on Mr. Bryant’s paper as critic, and knew 
whereof hespoke. Though he was very wealthy, 
the late poet’s name aoes not appear in any con- 
spicuous list of benefactions bestowed upon 
public enterprises or noble charities. His His- 
tory cf the United States was not his own. 
Mr. Sidney Howard Gay did the great bulk of 


the work, and Mr. Bryant took the lion’s share 


of the profit. An anecdote upon this subject is 
worth varrating: It is said that when the Ap- 
pletons were about to bring out their Pictur- 
esque America,” they wrote to Longfellow, of- 
— him $4,000 if he would edit the book. 
He replied that it was absolutely impossible for 
him, with his existing engagements, to under- 
take any additional work. when the publishers 
returned an answer that he would not be requir- 
ed to do any work—that what was needed was 
his name on the title-page. . I cannot consent 
to accept pay neut for work I do not do,“ was 
Longfellow’s answer, and the publishers. se- 
cured Mr. Bryant for a quarter of the sum. 
Whether the story be true or not, itis current, 
and apparent! 1 was accepted as characteristic of 
the man. Such thingsas these donot chime with 
the popular idea of the * but in the inter- 
ests of truth they should be spoken. Public- 
spiritedpess, liberality, justice, even chivalry 
in the conduct of the literary department of his 
journal and fearless truth to conviction in its 
litical course, and a scrupulous selection of 
ntimate associates,—all these things we would 
have expected of Mr. Bryant, a poet, old, hon- 
ored, and rich. By none of these things was he 
conspicuously distinguished. It was not sucha 
man as he that would be expected to labor with 
bis pen for the election of a President whom he 
condemned by his own ballot. L.

The True History of the Destruction of Gen. 
Lee’s Pontoon-Bridge at Falling Waters 
Letters from Maj. C. Werden Deane, Who 
Commanded the Detachment Which Per- 
formed the Work, and Gen. Andrew T. 
McReynolds, Who Planned the Scheme— 
An Interesting Chapter Concerning the 
Operations After Gettysburg. 

To the Editor af The Tribune. 

CuicaGo, June 15.—In your reply to the let- 
ter of Mr. McKown, in your issue of June 8, 
you state that “Buford’s cavalry destroyed 
Lee’s pontoon-bridge at Falling Waters July 6, 
1863.“ Allow me to correct this statement. 
The pontoon-bridge at Falling Waters was ac- 
stroyed at daybreak on the morning of July 4, 
1863, by a force under my command, consisting 
of ninety men of my own regiment (Sixth 
Michigan Cavalry), sixty men from the Thir- 
teenth Pennsyivania Cavalry and a West Vir- 
ginia regiment (the number of which I do not 
now remember), and fifty men from the First 
New York ‘Lincoln) Cavalry. The movement 
was originated by Gen. A. TI. McReynolds, who 
was in command at Frederick City, Md. We 
left Frederick City July 3 at about 
7 o’clock p. m.; marched all night, reaching 
Falling Waters at daybreak. Captured about 
forty prisoners, destroyed an ammunition train 
fo: Lee’s army of about 600,000 rounds; de- 
stroyed the bridge, and then left, after sending 
prisoners back under a guard with dispatch an- 
nouncing success. Went with balance of com- 
mand to Hagerstown; left there in evening just 
before Stuart’s cavalry came up, and reached 
Frederick City Sunday, July 5, about noon, 
and reported. Gen. Buford was in camp on

I 1 
roceed to comply with. At the time in question 
was in command of the United States forces in 
the City of Frederick, Md., and having learned 
through my scouts that Lee’ ‘8 ee after having 
crossed the Potomac into Maryland by means of a 
pontoon bridge at Falling Waters, after which, for 
rotection and as a means of recrossing, should 
efeat render it necessary, the bridge had been 
swung round and made fast parallel with the bank 
of the river on the Virginia side of the Potomac, 
protected by a guard of some 200 of the enemy, it 
occurred to me that the destruction of the bridge 
in question would be a most important strategic 
measure, and that by a posenes and bold dash of 
cavalry through the enemy’s lines it might be ac- 
complished. In furtherance of this object, I made 
a detail of 200 picked cavalry from my command, 
embracing some ninety men of the Sixth Michigan 
(Companies I and M), commanded by you, some 
sixty men from the Thirteentn Pennsylvania (1 
think) and West Virginia Cavalry, and the remain- 
der, about fifty men, from the First New York 
(Lincoln) Cavalry, with orders that they should 
proceed by rapid march, under the cover of night, 
and make the attack by daybreak the following 
marning, at the same fime furnishing them with 
the neeeseary apviiances for the destruction 
of the bridge, either by fire or with axes, as the cir- 
cumstances might require. When this force 
reached the bank of the river opposite the point 
where the bridge was made fast, as before stated, 
one of the nen of your command, whose name I 
do not now recall, volunteéred to swim the river.

The. writer 4 
Tur Tainuxx article criticises somewhat severely, 
and, I think, * Senator Cameron, late Sec- 
retary of War censure none. for I believe all 
acted according to their best judgment; but this I 
do know, that Gen. Meade ordered a council of 
war, to whom he submitted the question of an im- 
mediate attack on Lee's retreating army; the coun- 
cil advised delay. and Secretary Cameron, who was. 
present, informed me that, in his judgment, they 
made a fatal mistake, and that the bird would 
have flown before the attack would be made. 
The result proved the wisdom of Secretary Cam- 
eron's er. in contra distinction to that of the 
council of war, as early the next morning it was 
found that, 1n the language of Secretary Cameron, 
‘*the bird had flow. Lee's army, under the 
master military mind of its accomplished and dis- 
tinguished General, had crossed the Potomac dur- 
ing the night by means of impromptu bridges, not, 
however, without serious loss of men and war ma- 
terial. 

But, to recur tothe destruction of the bridge: 
The writer in Tux TRIBUNE says it was destroyed 
on the 6th of July by Gen. Buford's cavalry, 
while, on the r it was destroyed on the 
morning of the 4th of July. —an auspicions day in 
our annais, —and oy my Cavairy, as you well know; 
whicn action should have resulted in the destruc- 
tion of Lee's army, but unfortunately. in my 
humble judgment, Gen. Meade did not avail him- 
self of the opportunit 7 that presented itself. but 
yielded to the advice of his council of war. It is 
true that Gen. Meade, immediately after the battle 
of Gettysburg, disvatched Gen. Buford with his 
cavairy division, embracing the brigades of Custer 
and Merritt, for the purpose of destroying the 
bridge, he netthen having been advised that it had 
been already destroyed, but when Gen. Buford 
reached Frederick City (whert I was in command) 
en route tothe Potomac, and learned from me in

A Brutal Murder Committed Yes- 
terday in St. Louis. 


The Aid of State Militia Invoked 


at Coal Creek, Ind. 


Probability that Five Men Will Be 
Hanged To-Morrow. 


MURDER IN ST. LOUIS. 
Specitcl Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Fr. Lovis. Mo., June 19.—This afternoon the 
most intense excitement was caused in the 
northwestern suburbs of this city by what 
seems to be one of the most cruel, cold-blooded 
murders ever known in St. Louis, 
The victim, Frederick H. Voss, was 
in the 50th year of his age, with 
a head almost as white as cotton, while the mur- 
derer is a stout, muscular young man of 27. 
What the causes were no one is prepared: to 
tell, and the prisoner tells very conflicting 
stories. From accidental remarks made 
by him it is inferred that the difli- 
culty is of long standing. He himself 
having declared just previous to his arrest that 
he bad “had it in' for Voss for two years, and 
at another time saying that Voss had insulted 
him about two years ago by asking why 
he did not stop loafing and go to 
work and support himself and mother like 
a decent man. About 1 o’clock in the afternoon 
Voss, who is a stone mason, was at work laying 
the foundation of a small house at the corner of 
Bremen and Kossuth avenues, when Rede- 
meyer came up and sat upon a por- 
tion of the new wall.

The 
heartless wretch even prepared to fire a 
third shot into the lifeless form, 
when the crowd began to press close 
around and threatened him with destruction. 
Turning to one of those nearest him he raised 
his pistol and threatened to take his life if he 
did * stand away. He then walked rapidly 
away, be ing followed by a large crowd, which 
continued to grow in numbers until they 
were met by a police officer, who took charge of 
the murderer, who was almost on the point of 
being mobbed, and conveyed him to the police 
station, going through alleys and walking at a 
hurried pace. Late this evening the — 
stated to the Deputy Coroner who 
was collecting evidence for the inquest 
to-morrow that he had worked for Voss about 
two years ago, and that he bad never received 
all’the money due him. He had been paid a 
portion of it a short time after the work was 
completed, but the other had been refused, and 
he had then promised Voss that if it was not 
paid he would kill him. 

COAL CREEK. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Covineton, Ind., June 19.—This morning the 
town was thrown into a fever of excitement 
upon a rumor to the effect that all the colored 
miners were driven off the Creek by the Mollie 
Maguires. A diligent inquiry elicited the fol- 
lowine: Mr. McWilliams, attorney for the 
Fountain Coal Company, stated that the negro 
miners, together with their wives and children, 
arrived in town at about 2 a. m., having walked 
the whole distance; that during the day they 
had been threatened by the white miners, and 
during the night armed bodies of men were seen 
on the streets moving about the negro quarters ; 
that they, fearing another attack was intended, 
fled with the result before stated. 

Sheriff Rice being asked what he knew about 
this matter said that the day before he had been 
in Stri n, and as a precautionary measure 
ordered Capt. Tipton, of the Wabash Guard, to 
place some men on picket duty and have them 
relieved at proper intervais, which was all the 
cause of alarm, the 3 suspecting them of 
being some of the Mollies. Mr. Rice 
says that been in- 
discreet enough to select some of 
the men who are out on bail 
charged in an indictment with the killing of 
Miles and Cooper. Should this be the case the 
blacks did have just cause for alarm. 

At the instance of the coal operators Sneriff 
Rice made a requisition upon the Governor to 
send down State troops to preserve order and 
prevent any furtber outbreak. Accordingly 
sixty-five of the State militia were sept by a 
special train on the Indianapolis, Bloomington 
& Western Ratiroad, which will arrive — 
during the night and proceed to Coal 
The wisdom of this act on the part of the 
Sheriff has been rather severely questioned; 
many averring that there was a sufficient force 
of men in Covington to quell any outbreak 
that might occur. 

INDIANAPOLIS, June 19.—Gov. Williams, at 
the request of Judge Davidson, of Fountain 
County, ordered Capt. Ruckle’s company of in- 
fantry, of this city, tothe Coal Creek mines 
this afternoon simply as a precautionary meas- 
ure. There has been no fresh disturbances at 
the mines, but a good deal of terrorism exists. 
The troops arrived at Covington by speciai train 
at 4 o’clock, and proceeded 1 to the 
mines, where they will remain. Adjt.-Gen. 
Russ accompanied the troops. 

COLUMBUS, O.

CoLomBus, O., June 19.—During the races 
last week, the Chief of Police learned that three 
men were selling watches and jewelry at ruin- 
ous rates.

This morning the other limb was in such a bad 
condition that was considered neces- 
sary to cut that off also, so it 
was done, and the man is deprivea of the power 
of speech, of hearing, and of locomotion. He 
was able to write a little yesterday, sv that it 
was learned that he bad been an inmate of the 
Poor-House in this city, aud was on his way to 
Jacksonville, III., having been taken over the 
river by persons on this side and placed ona 
train at the relay depot by Dan Honifan, the 
watchman. Whena short distance away from 
the relay depot some strange freak took posses- 
sion of him, and he got off the train only to be 
run down and receive injuries that wilt very 
probably result in his death. 

TORN TO PIECES.

BUTLERISM. 

Brn Born has fully exposed his mali- 
cious design to harass President Hayzs’ Ad- 
ministration by every means he can com- 
mand. His individual argument submitted 
to Congress day before yesterday against the 
resolution declaring the inviolability of the 
President's title, against which there were 
only fourteen votes in the House, is signifi- 
cant as a notice that, if the next Congression- 
al elections shall result in the return of a 
majority of Bourbons and Implacables, the 
effort to set aside the validity of President 
Hares’ title will be revived, notwithstand- 
ing the recent disavowal of such a purpose. 

There is no need at this late day of any 
elaborate argument on the question of the 
validity of the President’s title as determined 
by Congress. Burier clings tenaciously to 
the sophistry that it was the Electoral Com- 
mission which settled that title. It was not 


The election was no sooner over than such 
men as Conxiixa and Burien began to ca- 
jole, threaten, and blackmail. Finding it was 
all to no purpose, they lent themselves to dis- 
reputable sehemes for reopening the question 
of the President's title on the basis of 
perjuries and forgeries, and encouraged the 
Democrats to adopt a policy which, if suc- 
cessful, could only result in revolution. The 
so-called investigation aroused a popular ap- 
prebension at once, and soon after revealed 
its own weakness and malice by the testi- 
mony brought forward by the Democrats 
themselves.

The President's office is not one 
created by statute, but by the Constitution.

It 
is in vain, therefore that any State officers or 
tribunals, any Returning Boards or courts, 
undertake to determine the election of a mem- 
ber of Congress or United States Senator 
whom the House of Representatives or the 
United States Senate declines to admit; 
while, on the other hand, the favorable 
vote of the House or the Senate for a 
contestant is the final disposition of the case 
without any regard to its merits, or former 
or subsequent decisions by other tribunals. 
But certainly the President is as much a 
constitutional officer as a member of Gon- 
gress ; there is just one constitutional way 
in which his election can be decided, and, 
having been decided in that way, there is no 
other power short of revolution which can 
reverse the decision. 

It is not from the law, but from the de- 
liberate violation and overriding of the law, 
that a further disturbance of the President's 
tenure of office is to be apprehended. And 
BuT.er’s latest appearance in the matter is 
a warning that all danger of such an attempt 
is by no means over.

We described, some days ago, how the process 
of duplex telegraphing had at last been success- 
fully adopted by tne cable companies, aad explain 
ed how, as soon as thie was done, the capacity of 
each cable was at once nearly doubled. It was not 
only as if five new cables had been laid down; it 
was better than this, because the expense of the 
new lines had been saved, and the companies sud- 
denly found themselves in the position pf a railway 
line which had its track doubled without expense, or 
of a farmer who found his stock all bearing twins.

only had been expected. ‘The inseneibility 
of the newspapers to this sudden doubling of cabie 
facilities is all the more surprising in view of the 
fact that the event furnishes an excellent argument 
for the immediate reduction of cable tolls. a reduc- 
tion beneficial alike tothe press and the public.

Hope, which is said to spring eterna) in the 
buman breast, continued to animate the 
thoughts of Sherry and Connelly during the 
early hours of yesterday morning. They had 
been somewhat encouraged to believe the day 
before that the Supreme Court would grant the 
supersedeas, and the publication in the morn- 
ing papers of the fact that Judge Dickey had 
taken the briefs in the case under consideration 
nerved them a little by showing them that their 
cases were receiving rather prompt attention. 
Neither of them was much given to talk, how- 
ever. beyond the expression of this hope. 
Hach manifested a disposition to be left 
alone to his own thoughts. Connelly was busy

At 2 o’clock the petition which had given the 
unfortunates new hope was presented by Col. 
McClanahan to Judge Moore in the Criminal 
Court. An attempt was made to elaborate 
on the petition in a speech before it 
was read, but the Judge would not listen, and 
said he would not hear the petition alone, iuas- 
much as the defendants had been convicted be- 
fore Judge Jameson. Judge Jameson was then 
sent for, and about two hours later he arrived, 
— the petition was read. It was as follows:

AFTER THE READING 
of the petition, Mr. McClannahan was about to 
proceed to speak to its merits when the Court 


reminded him that the prisoners were not 
present. He replied that it had deen 
sworn to by them, and, while it 


was vot absolutely necessary that they should 
be present, he preferred that they should, and 
they were sent for, nad be proceeded to address 
the Court, quoting nom the criminal code to 
show that the Governor or the Court had the 
power to extend the time for the execution, 
and urging that the prisoners had been fea on 
hope, and, as a consequence, had delaved the 
matter of prepecens for death. He confessed 
that there had been great delay in getting the 
records before the Supreme Court, but while he 
had done all in his power in the work, she was 
willing to take allthe blame. It was not until 
a few hours previous that he had learné?@ that a 
supersedoas had been denied, and justice with 
an intermixture of mercy joined aod 
sustained the petition. It twenty days 
could not be gotten in which the condemned 
could prepare to meet their God, in the name 
of all that was merciful he begged for seven 
days, and closed in an eloquent strain. 

Judge Moore asked if Mr. Coffee, the attor- 
ney for Connelly, was in the room, and signified 
* to hear from bim. He was not in the 
roofn, it was immediately ascertained, but just 
as he was about to be sent for be appeared. He 
was flurried by excitement or something else, 
but after whispering with McClannahap a mo- 
ment he addressed the Court. He said he did 
not believe the defendanis had had a fair trial, 
or that the Court believed they had, and 


then vroceeded to talk very much as 
if he Was arguing a motion 
for a new trial, apparently forgetcing 


that he was insulting the Court, and losing 
sight of the petition entirely. He wanted 
twenty days in which to get up the records, 
raise money, etc., and argued thatif the two 
were hung it would amount to the murdering 
of one of-them. He said he.had done ali be 
could under the circumstances, and throughout 
his eddress, innocently or otherwise, opposed 
the issue pending with all his force. 

Mr, McClannahan feilt called on to respond, 
and said that Mr. Coffee did not evidently 
understand the situation. The Supreme Court 
asa body had passed on the application for a 
supersedeas, and there was no hope trom that 
source. All he asked was time inwhich the 
condemned could prepare to meet their God, 
and he had had ho other purpose wn introducing 
the petition. 

' THE TWO JUDGES 

retired to a private room and consulted for 
some time. On their return to the bench, every 
eye was directed thither, and the announcement 
of their decision looked for with an interest 
that was intense. Judge Moore’s voice trem- 
bled as he began, but the unsteadiness passed 
away as he proceeded. He commenced by read- 
ing the provisions of the statute regarding 
sentences, time of execution of the same, and 
pruiongation by the Court or Governor for good 
cause. 

“This time of prolongation,”’ he continued, 
„must be for good cause,—that ie, if it be ex- 
tended by tne Court or Gowernor under this 
statute. Of course, the Governor max extend 
the time without any cause. That is, 
he has a discretion in the matter. 
But it is not under this statute. Therefore, if 
the time is extended under this statute, it must 
be for cause. It is not difficult to think of 
those things that would be good causes, such as 
the sickness of the prisoner himself, or some- 
thing of that kind, that would render it impos- 
sible to inflict the judgment of the Court. 
That might be a good cause. Or, if his counsel 
were sick and unable to make the application 
to the Supreme Court for a supersedeas, that 
might be a good cause. We could imagive a 
number of reasons that would amount toa 
good cause. But the question arises bere, Ie 
there any good cause presented? Because 
the Supreme Court did not meet 
a long time alter the trial aud sen- 
tence of these two unfortunate men, they 
have had a very much longer time than 
is contemplated by the statute. It bas been 
quite four months, I believe, lacking a very few 
dave, since their final sentence, and over four 
months since they were tricd bya jury and 
found to be guilty. In that connection, notic- 
ing a remark of one of the counsel, who did not, 
1 iear, very well weigh some of the words he 
used, aud who did uot, | think, meau some 
things be said, it is the impression of all of us— 
aud I speak so because I have had nothing to do 
with it—that these two young men had a very 
fair trial; that they had ap impartial trial; that 
they had all the time that was necessary and all 
the time that was requisite to prescnt all the 
evidevce. And it is the impression of all in this 
community that they were very ably and very 
well defended by their coumsel, and tbat they 
were just as sell defended as they could have 
been if they had been men that had money. It 
matters pot how much money they might have 
had, they could not have becu better defeuded 
than they were.

Connelly’s brother, who had been at Spring- 
field several days laboring with the Governor in 
the interest of a respite, also reached the city 
yesterday morning. He was broken hearted, 
and up to alate hourin the afternoon had not 
bee a to see his brother. It is said of him that 
the strain upon his mind during the past few 
weeks has been more than he could stand, and 


those who became acquainted with 
him as soon as he came here are 
free to say that he is partially demented. 


He would not talk to reporters from the fact 
that he believes them responsible for his 
brother’s misfortune, but it was learned from 
another source that ali he brought with him in 
anywise encouraging was a letter from a 
citizen of Springtield directed to a citizen here 
recommending the circulating of a petition to 
the Governor, ete. The letter, from what 
could be learned, had been inspired by Senator 
Shutt, whom Connelly met at Springtield, aud 
who called ou the Governor in Connelly's 
interest. The letter went on to sav that the 
Governor had promised Suutt that if the 
State’s Attorney and Judge Jameson would 
sign a petition for a stay of sentence that 
he would make an order accordingly, and recom- 
mended the citizen to whom it was addressed 
to secure the signatures also of several other 
prominent gentlemen. . The petition was drawn 
during the afternoon, but it is not at all likely 
that the person who andertakes to circulate it 
will meet with much success, notwithstanding 
that it is the last and only hope left to the con- 
demned for even a respite. State’s-Attorney 
Mills is out of town, and it is not likely that he 
can be reached in time. 
THE SHERIFF HAS COMPLETED 

all the arrangements for the execution, even to 
providing shrouds, coffins, ana clothing for the 
unfortunates. In the afternoon a panei in the 
balcony railing of the first tier of cells on the 
north side and east end of the jail was removed 
to make room for the scaffold, which will be 
placed in position this evening. The prisoners 
will be dressed in their cells, and from thence 
the distance to the trapdoor . will

step off the balcony on the fatal door. The fall 
will be about five feet, and it is arranged that 
the rope shall be cut promptly at 9 o’clock.

, LAST EVENING 
the condemned were in good spirits. For sup- 
per Sherry ate heartily, but Connelly refused to 
partake of anything except delicacies and fruit, 
with which he was liberaily supplied. They 
were both ee in the early part of the 
evening dictating letters to their friengs, the 
writing beiug done by fellow-prisoners. Con- 
nelly wrote a farewell to his mother, who is 
quite aged, and lives near Trenton, N. J., 
inclosing a photograph of himself, and to sev- 
eral old trade-mates he remembers.

Sherry said he had 
not had time to do any praying, and Connelly 
exhibited little or no anxiety about his future 
state. and was far the most resigned of the two. 
A close guard was kept over them all nivht.

For two days the lake has been like a mirror 
fn smoothness. Monday evening the water was 
rough, and did not admit of practice-pulling. 
Tuesday morning the different crews dotted the 
lake, and during the entire dav they were 
watched by hundreds on the banks. To-day, 
the first of the regatta, the water was clear of 
boats until afternoon. A breeze sprang up at 
12 o’clock and gently increased until 2, when it 
as gently subsided.

At 3:20 a gun brought the contestants into 
line for the four-oared junior shell race. They 


were stationed at flag buoys running 
from the northeast side to the soutb- 
west in the following order: Burling- 
ton, color orange, Peoria, white, Modoc, tan, 


Mitchell, dark blue, Sylvan, cardinai, and Farra- 
gut, licht blue. At 8:2 the word was given, 
and a good start made. The Burlington four 
pulled out after taking a dozen strokes, owing 
to the Ulness of one of the crew. The Farra- 
guts broke an oar before reaching the first quar- 
ter flag, and withdrew. The Sylvaus, of Moline, 
by hard and steady pullins, gained the lead, 
the Pcorias second, with the Mitchells third, 
aud the Modocs fourth. The Sylvans pulled a 


loug, swinging stroke of about thirty-six, 
and held it, the Peorias about the 
same, but less effective.

FIRES, 

CHICAGO, 
Quite a serious fire occurred yesterday marn- 
ing at 11:15 o’clock, and, besides the destruc- 
tion of property valued at about $10,000, several 
persons had @ narrow escape from suffocation 
and burning. 
The fire originated in the rear part of the 
basement of No. 27 South Canal street, be- 
tween Washington and Randolph streets. Geo. 
Knochenmuss occupied the place as a saloon, 
using the rear part asa kitchen.

. TREASURE MOVEMENT. 

The treasure movement at New York has been 
reversed since the active preparations were under— 
taken for the resumption of specie payments. 
From the beginning of the year to June 1 the im- 
ports this yearhave been $11,878,200. In the 
previous year they were in the corresponding 
period $6, 850,900, and in 1876 $1,742,600. The 
exports of 1878, up to June 1. bave been only $7, - 
076, 900, while for 1877 they were $15, 260, 300, and 
for 1876 $25,127,800. A part of the specie ex- 
vort of this country ‘is Mexican dollars, which go 
by a singularly round-about course to China. 
From Mexico they are sent from New York, from 
New York to London, and thence they are shipped 
to Signapore or Hongkong. San Francisco 1s the 
port through which this trade must ultimately be 
conducted. 

MINING IN MASSACHUSETTS. 

The Scientific American describes the silver-min- 
ing districts of Massachusetts. It has an area of 
ten square miles, and produces about 200 tons a 
day, in all, of productive ore. This product is 
most of it piled up at the mouths of the different 
shafts, as the owners have not the capital to set up 
the necessary machinery. The Merrimac mine has 
been the best workea and has paid twelve divi- 
Genda, aggregating $80,000. It produces galena, 
silver, and gray copper. It is now operating a vein 
of gaiena which yields $70 a ton. A pocket of 
gray copper found some,time ago yielded eight tons 
which sold in Liverpool for over $2,000 a ton. 
The China mine, since its opening last fall, has 
produced 300 tons of silver ore, worth $200 a 
ton, and some gray copper assaying 81. 000 per ton. 


 Auriferous pyrites containing $20 of gold to the 


ton is found in the Noyes Mine, and galena assay- 

ing $26 a ton of gold and silver is abundant in the 

Newhall Mine, and throughout the whole district. 
BULLION PRODUCT.

$2,350 gold and $44,004 silver; of the Hussey,

A correspondent asks if there iz a bottom to 
prices anywhere above zero when property is so 
abundant that one knows not what to do with it. 
There is undoubtedly a limit to decline in prices, 
such limit being determined by tne particular cir- 
cumstances of the case; but people can do no bet- 
ter in advance than to guess at the point where 
the course of quotations will turn upward. It is 
this guessing that is the foundation of the 
Speculative trade in produce. If everybody 
guessed in the same way there 
would be very little trading in futures. All would 
want to sell and none be willing to buy, or the re- 
verse. But the time comes on every decline when, 
capital is willing to step in and carry the property 
th full confidence of a reaction, and similarly on 
every advance there is a point at which sellers be- 
come so numerous as to cause a downward turn. 
The fact that a turn occurs at a given voint does 
not prove, however, that it will occur at the same 
point a year afterwards. Spot or seller the month 
Wheat turned at 90 last year, at 83c in 1876, at 
83%c in 1875, at 81%e in 1874, and 89c in 1873. 
These figures may belp in forming a guess at the 

lowest point for 1878, but only as the citcum- 
stances of this year are compared with those of 
previous years will the guess be of auy value. 

The wheat pews of yesterday was more favora- 
ble to holders. Private advices from England 
noted a fair continental demand, with higher prices 
bid on No. 1, and New York was firmer. It was

very materially lessen the yield of 20,000,000 bu, 
which has been confidently counted on for that 
State. It was also stated that the spring wheat is 
rusting badly in some parts of Iowa. The conse- 
quence was a much stronger feeling in the wheat 
market of this city. Corn was firmer in sympathy, 
the volume of receipts in both cases being 
light, and oats shared in the firmer 
feeling, thongh with little doing. Provisions 
tended strongly upwards, with a rather excited 
hog market. The weather was reported bad out 
West, and another storm was confidently expected 
here. The English weather is better, but it was 
reported that a great deal of damage has been done 
tothe crops in Scotland by bad weather. The 
shipping movement here was tame, except in meats 
and corn. 

Jobbers of dry goods were not very busy. Aside 
from the mail-order business there was very little 
doing, the number of buyers present being very 
small, and the demand almost wholly restricted to 
meeting current requirements. Groceries were 
without change in values. Sugars were farmer, un- 
deran increased demand and reporte of a slight 
advance at the East. Coffees remained very dull, 
and were lacking in firmness. Teas continue in 
fair request at previous prices. Rice was firm; 
other lines about steady. In the butter and cheese 
markets no important changes were apparent. 
Dried fruits were dull and generally easy. There 
was a weill-sustained demand for fish. Trout 
and family whitefish were again lower, the 
former now quoted at $2.00@2.10 and the latter 
at $2. 10%. 30 per %-bri. Salt-water descriptions 
werefirm. Oils, paints, and colors were in mod- 
erate demand, and were nominally steady, quota- 
tions remaining as before. Prices of leather, bag- 
ging, coal, and wood were unchanged. The to- 
bacco market remained unsettled. Dealers are of 
the opinion that the Tobacco bill will not pass the 
Senate, but, pending the final disposition of the 
question, trade remains at a standstill. 

The cargo lumber market was less active yester- 
day, andeasy. The receipts were again liberal, 
comprising the rest of the fleet, but few buyers ap- 
peared at the market, the majority having already 
filled up their dock-room. Prices were 
easy at the late decline. The yard 
market was quiet and unchanged. 
Drugs and chemicals were in fair re- 
quest, several of the leading articles having 
been reduced slightly in price since last week. The 
seed market was quiet, and theoiferings were in- 
sufficient even to enable dealers to fill the small 
orders coming in. Hay, droom-corn, and hides 
were dull. The wool market was rather quiet and 
unsettled. Green fruits were lower, except Medit- 
erraneap varieties, under heavy offerings on a dull 
market.

LUMBER NOTES. 

The latest reports from the Mississipi River lum - 
ber district indicate that the stock of logs there is 
likely to be very much less than anybody expect- 
ed. Mr. Van Schaick, who has boen talking with 
two prominent Eau Claire lumbermen, gives the 
outlook something as detailed below: These gen- 
tlemen state that the late June rise has subsided 
without accomplishing what the lumbermen had 
hoped for. it brought very few logs out of the 
Chippewa, Black, and Wisconsin Rivers, and the 
drives must now be regarded as hung up, probably 
until too late in the fall te be of any avail in swell- 
ing the production of lumber in the er district. 
There is talk of building a dam on the 
Chippewa, but it would not be expected to be of 
any benefit before October. On the Upper Missis- 
sippi, St. Croix, and neighboring streams the drives 
have come out, the fortunate lumbermen having 
secnred in booms about 400,000,000 ft. It is ex 
pected that the river stock will be increased to 
about 600, 000, 000 ft, which is exactly one-half an 
ordinary cut, and only three-quarters of the log- 
supply of last year, when, as everybody knows, the 
stock was short. The above estimate of the supply 
for this season is a liberal one, being placed higher 
than the Western manufacturers put it. It shows 
that the production is wholly unequal to the aver- 
age Western demand, and that Chicago dealers 
have reason to expect a heavy Western trade this 
fall. The demand in this market is almost sure to 
be greater than in 1877, because of the increase of 
population in the new States, and of the smaller 
supply of lumber on the Mississippi. 

On the Menominee River a drive of 50,000,000 
ft logs is hung up at Sixty Islands, 60 miles from 
the mill boom, and another—the Brule—drive af 
90,000,000 ft is hung at Quinnesee Falls. The 
other drives onthe Menominee are down, and those 
noted above are expected in the fall.

The Pope—“ Butler and Conkling.’’ 
Special Dispatch to The Tribuna., 

MontTraat, June 19.—This morning the dis- 
charged laborers reassembled on the Champs de 
Mars. Two well-known men, Solomon Masu- 
rette and George Dumesuit, made inflammatory 
speeches and were soon surrounded by an ap- 
plauding crowd. Everybody connected with the 
corporation came in for a large share of abuse. 
A posse of police arrived and arrested the 
spokesmen and dispersed the crowd, which had 
dy this time assumed large proportions. Masu- 
rette and Dumesuit were tried to-day, and the 
former fined $10 and the latter discharged. The 
men did not meet again in a body, but are 
awaiting the decision of the Finance Committee, 
to whom their petition has been referred. The 
guards placed in the armories last night will be 
continued to-night. Another of the agitators 
was arrested to-day and fined 620, including 
costs, for causing an obstruction on the streets. 

The annual meeting of shareholders of the 
Merchants’ Bank was held to-day. The report 
was considered to be satisfactory, and was 
unanimously adopted, The General Manager 
stated that he was in negotiation for the sale of 
the Detroit & Milwaukee bonds, which would 
probably bring more than they are estimated at 
at present.

In the meantime, as surety for 
these favors, and at the same time as evidence of 
our paternal and special watchfulness, we very 
affectionately bestow upon each one of ya@— well- 
beloved sons, the Apostolic benediction.

An ordinance has been introduced in the 
Council authorizing the use of cobbie-stones by 
stree: railroads, with a proviso that no cobblie- 
stone pavement shall be laid in any 
street east of the South Branch of the 
Chicago River, between the main river and 
Van Buren street, without the consent of the 
owner or agent of the property fronting on the 
street. With this proviso it is believed that no 
one will take exceptions to the ordinance. This 
banishes cobbie-stones from the South Side basi- 
ness streets, from Madison and Randolph, which 
approach. it from the west, an from 
Clark and State, Wabash, and other 
leading thoroughfares. South of Van Buren 
street. and on the North and West Sides, it 1s not 
believed that there is any objection to it. So far 
as the public is concerned, it will be a great con- 
venience. Property-owners at this end of the 
South Division, who fancy that any possible noise 
will be an injury to them orto the property they 
control, can easily prevent the use of cobbie- 
stones in front of their premises. They have been 
the chief objectors all along, and, since the orai- 
nance is now so framed as to let them out, it is 
probable their objection to it will cease.

The old adage that a circus always brings trouble 
to the town, nape ey | holds good for large cities. 
Yesterday noon as the Forepaagh Circus procession 

assed along West Lake street in the vicinity of 

Tnion Park, the residents in that neighborhood 
flocked to the front gates and the street to witness 
the show. A gang of thieves yesterday took 
advantage of this fact, and several houses aiong 
the line of march were entered and piundered. At 
No. 526 West Lake street the largest haul that has 
been made for several years inthis city fell into 
the hands of the despoiler. The house is occupied 
by UH. Watson, a bookkeeper in a large house, and 
hie wife. It is quite au unpretentious structure, — 
equatty, low. and old, but is handsomely furnish- 
ed and is adorned outwardly by a nice grass plat 
set with evergreens. Mr. Watson, a Southern 
gentleman tolerably well-fixed in worldly goods, is 
one of that kind of people who choose to put their 
money and savings in portables like diamonds and 
jewelry, rather than in houses and lots. Con- 
sequently he had an unasual stock of such goods, 
diamonds, ear-rings, crosses set with gems, rings, 
studs, pins, handsome gold watches, chains, and 
lockets, anda quantity of other jewelry. These 
articles were all done ap in boxes, and located in a 
small bureau. When the circus passed, Mrs. 
Watson and her neighbors ran to the street, and 
during their absence a sneak-thief entered by the 
rear , Song and, singularly enough, went almost 
direct for the bureau containing the valuables 

The loss was not noticec for some time afterwards.

ALCOHOL, 
HOW THE EXPORT TRADE 18 INCREASING. 
The smallest receipts from the tax on distilled spir- 
its this year were received yesterday, being but 
$8,051. Thie is accounted for by the fact that an im- 
mense exporting Dusiness ie being done by Chicago 
in alcohol. The Garden City Distillery wanufactures 
almost exclusively for export. The Riverdale Die- 
tilling Company took no stamps at all yesterday. 
which accounts, ina manner, f@ the decrease in 
the gross amount of money received. As an ox 
ample of the vast extent of the export trade, and 
ite effect upon the Government tere 
it might be stated that to-day 
Phenix Distilling Company will take out 
of bond 500 barrels of alcohol for export, equiva- 
lent to 42.756 wine gallons, upon which, if the 
goods remained iu this country, the Government 
would receive a tax equal to $38,480. As it 
is. the total tax which Uncle Sam receives is only 
850. —40 cents for the stamp upon each barrel. 
However, while the National Treasury rece pts are 
thus cut down by the export trade, the whole 
country is benefited through drawing money here 
from Kurope and South America. In al! this ex- 
ort trade there is aleo a graud dodge. Foreign 
ignores, made ia Europe, and especially 
French brandies, made in France, are largely 
manufactured of Ilinow alcohol. The manufac- 
ture of spirits in France ia becoming more limited, 
and is not at all equal to the demand. The French. 
German, and English col®enes and perfumes are 
largely made of spirits distilied here, and it migut 
be gratifying further to state that American alcoaol 
is considered purer and better than that made in 
France, and that it is very desirable for delicate 
erfumes. All these things count, and it may not 
long before Chicago may add a famous perfum- 
7 factory to her other great and growiny indus- 
ries.

AGREEING TO AGREE. 

As avticipated in Tue Tripunk of yesterday, 
the General Ticket and Passenger Agents of the 
roads leading Kast from this city heid a meet- 
ing yesterday afternoon to make anew agree- 
ment in regard to passenger-rates. as per in- 
structions ceceived the day before from the 
Geucral Managers of their respective lines.

Under the new 
agreement they are no longer allowed to do so. 
The payment of commissions on the part of 
these roads, it is claimed, was in great measure 
the cause of the late misunderstandings, and 
the placing of them on the same footing with 
the other roads, it is believed, will in great 
measure obviate future troubles. th the 
Grand Trunk and the Erie & Chicago lines have 
agreed to abide by the new arrangement as 
long as it is carried out in good faith by all the 
roads. Butevenif these lines should become 
dissatisfied it is in the power of the Michigan 
Central and the Pittsburg, Fort Wayne & Chi- 
cago Roads to prevent them from cutting the 
rates, the former by withdrawing the Grand 
Trunk tickets and the latter the Erie & Chicago 
tickets. It was also agreed at yesterday's 
meeting that no requests for passes shail 
be honored unless made rrom heads of proper 
departments, and that all through theatrical 
rates shail be abolished, and the giving of passes 
on account of such business be discontinued.
